A general revision of criminal laws 
and procedure of courts in the state;

An ex-convict charged 
with illegel possession of a pistol. with 
having burglar tools, with aiding a 
prison escape, with having drugs 
illegally, cannot be admitted for bail, 
is another feature of the law.
